state. This has resulted in tho de- 
termination to institute a correspond- 
ence-study-course. 


Tho heads of the state department 


of health feel that each health com- 
missioner has certain problems pecul- 
llar to his community which he would 
like to have brot to the attention of 
the proper division in the state de- 
partment for study and discussion. It. 
Is also the belief of the department 
that a systematic .study of public 
health work in general would be of 
great advantage r.t this time. A com- 
mitttee composed of prominent mem- 
bers of the state department of health 
will supervise the work. 


McNutt's, "Manual for Health Offi- 


fers," has been recommended as the 
book for use in the course.

health commissioners of Ohio have 
been divided into groups of about 
twenty-five each, the group 
No. 1. 


which was started in January. Group 
No. 2 is now being organized, to be- 
gin some time this month.

problems which concern the mass and. on the other hand, its flexibility in 
repanl to those problems whose solution is sought privately and by individual 
effort. 


To illustrate, a private manufacturing concern will upend hundreds of 


thousands of dollars, the larger on<>s millions, in experimentation. 
Hisli 


salaried ph>sicists and chemists work for months on a single experiment. 
Aside from their salaries their "overhead" expenses are enormous. 
At th« 


cud of the period of experimentation the whole thing Is Dirown into the cliv 
card and all that they have wrought is charged to profit and loss-- and foi 
gotten. 


Immediately they begin the same work ovr. 
Along different lines the* 


plod wearily but incessantly for months. 
When their new theories are ex- 


hausted it may be they are crowned with success, or failure may again 
!>•? 


their portion. But always, ceaselessly experimenting, thru long years and f«r 
"iio the night, private enterprise is forever trying something new m:<| the 
net result of this endless chain of failure and success Is the progress of tIn- 
human race. 


It marks the difference between man and the lower animals. 
Without 


this trait of the human intellect there could be no progress. In the laborator- 
ies of our great physicists, chemists, biologists and men of wclence in ever;, 
walk of life are being carried out series of experiments which are still farther 
to promote the well being of the race. 
In private life our manufacture™, our 


farmers, our physicians are all trying to tind new means of prolonging human 
life, making our existence easier and adding to the sum total of human hap- 
piness. 


How differently we act in a public capacity. Here that which is is right. 


We fight change as relentlessly in the mass an we court it in private. Some- 
how there has grown up a mass psychology which, in relation to public ques- 
tions is marked by an almost hopeless inertia, stubborn resistance to change 
which in a large measure counteracts the splendid achievements our theorists 
and experimenters have to their credit in their private individual and corpor- 
ate capacities. 


Vet our political economists in the last two centuries have worked out 


with all the deflniteness and certainty with which biologists have solved many 
a perplexing problem in the same time, certain fundamentals that, if they 
could but find general acceptance, would contribute quito as profoundly to thp 
progress and happiness of the human race as the work of the latter. The dif- 
ficulty seems to be that the work of the latter ha<< only to he verified to the 
satisfaction of private enterprise to find immediate approval, while Ibe work 
of the experimenters in sociology and other problems which concern the mass 
have to run the almost hopeless gauntlet of mass inertia, bigotry, prejudico 
and intolerance. 
I 


Lot some Inventor launch a new machine for the saving of human labor 


and it instantly takes its place In the industrial world. Let some horticultural- 
ist discover a new species of apple, or some experimenter in the Held of agri- 
culture a new method by which the yield of wheat may be doubled and they arc 
lauded as benefactors of (he race. 


We are moved to these observations by the meeting held at the court 


house this week to discuss the question of the advisability of a revision at 
this time for taxation purposes of the values of the various parcels of real 
estate in the city and county as shown by the tax duplicate. 


This meeting naturally brot up the whole subject of taxation and to the 


credit of those who met at the court house the outstanding action was wisely 
expressed in a resolution to devote more time in the year to come to a study 
of tbe oucstlon of taxation. Taxation is only one of "a host of similar ques- 
tions whose solution depends upon mass action. Among these ml^ht be men- 
tioned a much needed revision of the Gregorian calendar; the adoption hy this 
country and England of the metric system of weights and measures; gieater 
flexibility in the American 
electoral college, or its entire abolition, and 


scores of other changes whos=e need is admitted and ways for which are pro- 
vided, hut which we put off from decade to decade, generation to generation, tn 
the utter loss of the body politic. 


Rut of all these questions that of taxation is incomparably the greatest. 


There seems to be no general appreciation of the influence on our dally live;-. 
exerted by the mere INCIDENCE OF TAXATION, and yet wrapped up in this 
despised problem is the key to the most vexing questions, the solution to th^ 
most vital problems which press mankind for attention. It is not too much to 
say that in this single issue rests the fate of civilization and the whole trend 
of the future. 


Kor this reason the action of those who attended the court house meeting 


above referred to. mostly fanners, is most timely and commendable. 
And in 


this connection we wish to call attention to the significant remark made bv 
one farmer, as quoted In Wednesday's paper, and whose name we would 
gladly use if we knew It. He said in substance, when the question of the lack 
of knowledge of taxation matters was broached, that the average man 
is 


ground down HO closely by hjs work that it la next to impossible for him 
to study subjects other than those involved in the earning of a livelihood. 


No truer statement than this, was ever made. 
And only those who .in- 


acquainted with the long hours of grinding toil that the farmer, the farmers 
wife and their children are compelled to undergo to make both ends meet can 
appreciate the truth of that assertion. 
Yet far more intimately connected 


with the earning of bis* livelihood than any other question he c-.in possibly 
i onjure up i« the questJon of taxation. And not one farmer in 100. not one I" 
1.000. has any conception of the intimate relationship between hi* long IIOUM 
of grinding toil and this selfsame question of taxation. 
And this is finial!>
